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PREFACE 

Among  those  Churches  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  which 
follow  the  Presbyterian  rule  and  order,  Liberty  of  Worship 
has  been  esteemed  a  most  precious  privilege  and  inherit- 
ance; and  while  they  have  been  both  fearless  and  faithful 
to  uphold  it,  against  the  intrusion  of  superstitious  and 
burdensome  ceremonies,  they  have  also  been  diligent  to 
seek,  in  the  Public  Services  of  Religion,  the  golden  mean 
between  a  too  great  laxity  and  a  tyrannical  uniformity. 
Such  things  as  are  of  Divine  Institution  they  have  ob- 
served in  every  Ordinance  ;  and  other  things  they  have  en- 
deavoured to  set  forth  "  according  to  the  Rules  of  Christian 
Prudence,  agreeable  to  the  general  Rules  of  the  Word  of 
God." 

Although  the  Books  of  Common  Order,  which  were  pre- 
pared for  the  Reformed  Churches,  at  the  beginning,  in  all 
countries,  contained  both  prayers  and  other  forms,  yet 
w<rc  those  books  not  so  much  imposed  by  way  of  inflexi- 
ble regulation,  as  they  were  offered  and  accepted  as  profit- 
able Aids  to  "Worship;  and  they  not  only  permitted  but 
encouraged  the  exercise  of  Free  Prayer.  In  alike  spirit 
the  Directory  for  Worship,  adopted  at  a  later  time  by  the 
Church  of  Scotland,  for  the  sake  of  unity  with  their  breth- 
ren in  the  Church  of  England,  so  far  from  establishing  an 
invariable  form  of  Public  Worship,  expressly  provided  for 
a  liberty  of  variation ;  and  it  did  not  in  any  way  prohibit 
the  use  of  prepared  orders  and  prayers,  conformable  to  the 
general  directions  given  therein. 

The  same  wise  and  blessed  liberty  is  maintained  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  in  the  United  States  of  America  even 
t<>  this  day.     Accordingly  it  seemed  good  to  the  General 
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Assembly  of  L903,  hearkening  to  tin- desire  of  man}  pastors 
and  churches,  to  appoint  a  Committee  of  Ministers  and 
Ruling  Elders  who  should  prepare,  "  in  harmony  with  the 

Directory  for  Worship,  a  Book  of  Simple  Forms  and  Ber 
vices,  propel  and  helpful  for  voluntary  use  in  Presbyte 
rian  churches,   in    the  celebration   of    the  Sacraments,    in 
Marriages   and  Funerals,  and   in  the  Conduct  of   Public 
Worship.''    This  work  has  been  continued,  in  faithful  obe- 
dience, and  in  humble  reliance  on  the  Holy  Spirit,  through 
nearly  three  years  of  patient  labour,  and  has  been  submit- 
ted, in  its  progress,  to  two  successive  Assemble        The 
principles  by   which  the  work  has  been  guided   were  ap 
proved,   and  its  completion   was  ordered.     This  having 
been  done,  so  far  as  God  enabled  us,  in  the  Book  herewith 
presented,  it  is  now  published  for  the  purpose  contemplated 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  1905. 

This  Book  of  Common  Worship  is.  therefore,  not  to  be 
taken  in  any  wise  as  a  lit  urgy  imposed  by  authority.  Nor  i^ 
it  a  Substitute  for  the  Directory  for  Worship,  but  rather  a 
supplement  to  it,  wherein  the  instructions  of  the  Standards 
are  followed  on  all  essential  points,  and  aid  is  offered,  to 
those  who  desire  it,  for  the  conduct  of  the  Public  Services 
of  Religion  with  reverence  and  propriety.  We  have  studied 
earnestly  to  embody  i  lie  truths  of  our  I  loly  Religion  in  I  he 
language  of  orderly  devotion,  to  the  end  that  by  the  Sac 
raments.  the  stated  Ordinances  of  the  Lord's  Day.  and  all 
the  ordinary  and  occasional  offices  (^'  the  Church,  men  ma\ 

• 

be  both  instructed  and  confirmed  in  the  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ  We  have  searched  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  usage 
of  the  Reformed  Churches,  and  the  devotional  treasures 

of  early  Christianity,  for  the  most  DOble,  clear,  and  mov- 
ing expressions  of  the  Spirit  of  Praise  and  Prayer;  and 
we  have  added  to  these  ancient  and  venerable  tonus  and 
models,  such  Others  as  might  Berve,  under  the  guidance  of 
the  same  Spirit,  to   irive  a  voice  to  the   present  needs,  the 
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urgent  desires,  and  the  vital  hopes  of  the  Church  living  in 
these  latter  days  and  in  the  freedom  of  this  Republic. 

Concerning  the  manner  in  which  the  different  Services 
are  ordered  and  arranged,  and  the  best  way  in  which  they 
may  be  used  to  edification,  a  few  suggestions  are  offered 
in  the  pages  immediately  following  this  Preface  ;  and 
throughout  the  Book,  the  careful  reader  will  find  that  the 
words  of  guidance  which  precede  the  various  parts  of  the 
services  are  designed,  not  only  to  mark  their  spiritual 
significance,  but  also  to  enable  all  the  People  to  join  in  the 
Acts  of  Worship,  that  all  things  may  be  done  decently  and 
in  order.  The  longer  and  more  important  rubrics  are  tran- 
scribed from  the  Directory  for  AVorship  of  this  Church, 
which  disapproves  alike  of  "confining  Ministers  to  set  or 
fixed  forms  of  prayer  for  public  Worship."  and  of  permit- 
ting that  important  service  to  be  disgraced  "by  mean,  ir- 
regular, or  extravagant  effusions."  It  is  to  be  remembered, 
therefore,  that  the  forms  here  offered  are  to  be  used  only 
"if  the  Minister  so  please,"  as  a  help  in  Common  Wor- 
ship, and  not  without  a  constant  care  and  diligence,  by 
"acquaintance  with  the  Holy  Scriptures,  by  meditation, 
by  reading  the  best  writers  on  the  subject,  and  by  a  life  of 
communion  with  God  in  secret,  to  endeavour  to  acquire 
both  the  spirit  and  the  gift  of  Prayer." 

In  the  Treasury  of  Prayers  many  things  have  been  gath- 
ered together  which  may  be  not  only  useful,  from  time  to 
time,  in  the  conduct  of  Public  Bervices,  but  also  profit 
able  for  reading  and  study,  for  use  in  private  devotion. 
mid  in  that  revival  <>f  Family  Worship  which  is  greatly 
needed  in  all  our  Church*  11  is  hoped,  therefore,  that 
the  whole  Book,  having  been  prepared  with  a  sincere  wish 
bo  advance  living  knowledge  and  true  piety,  may  be  re- 
cta ved.  studied,  and  used,  by  earnest  members  of  this  Church 
and  by  faithful  Christians  elsewhere,  in  the  spirit  of  can 
dour,  simplicity,  and  brotherly  love;  devoutly  meditating 
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upon  the  real  meaning  of  the  Christian  faith,  and  endeav- 
ouring to  adorn  the  Gospel  of  God  our  Saviour  in  all  things. 
And  to  this  end  we  pray  that  the  Holy  Spirit  will  accom- 
pany and  bless  this  Book  with  His  ever-present  Grace ; 
that  wherever  it  is  used  the  hearts  of  men  may  be  truly 
drawn  and  led  to  the  Throne  of  the  Divine  Mercy;  and 
that  all  the  people  may  find  comfort,  joy,  and  strength  as 
they  unite  in  the  Common  Worship  of  God  who  is  revealed 
in  Jesus  Christ  our  adorable  Redeemer.

CONCERNING  THE  USE  OF  THIS 

BOOK. 

If  None  of  the  Forms  of  Service  in  this  Book  are  intended 
to  be  in  any  sense  obligatory  ;  but  where  a  given  Order  is 
voluntarily  used  it  will  promote  unity  and  the  general  con- 
venience if  the  parts  are  followed  as  here  arranged. 

^f  In  order  that  all  the  People  should  take  their  part  in  the 
Public  Worship  of  God,  it  is  most  earnestly  recommended 
that,  in  those  churches  which  choose  to  make  use  of  the  fol- 
lowing Orders  and  Forms  of  Service,  every  member  of  the  Con- 
gregation should  be  supplied  with  a  copy  of  this  Book  ;  and, 
also,  that  the  directions  which  precede  each  part  of  the  differ- 
ent services  should  be  studied  beforehand  both  by  Minister 
and  People,  so  that  confusion  or  uncertainty  in  the  conduct 
of  Worship  may  be  avoided. 

If  The  ploying  of  a  voluntary  on  the  organ  while  the  Con- 
gregation are  assembling,  the  singing  of  o  Psalm  instead  of 
the  responsive  reading  from  the  Psalter,  or  of  an  Anthem 
after  the  Scripture  reading,  and  other  like  observances,  are 
left  to  the  choice  and  usage  of  each  church.  But  it  should 
always  be  remembered  that  the  Organist  and  the  Choir  are 
members  of  the  Congregation,  and  that  their  cooperation  will 
be  of  the  greatest  help  to  the  Minister  in  conducting  all  the 
parts  of  Worship. 

^f  To  attain  the  prompt  and  hearty  participation  of  the 
Peopb -,  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  know  beforehand  what 
is  expecteql  of  them.  Therefore,  when  any  change  is  to  hi 
made  in  tin  order  of  o  Service  as  given  in  the  Book  [as,  for 
i  cample,  in  the  use  of  The  Commandments  at  tJu  Morning 
Service,  The  Beatitudes  at  tJu  Evening  Service,  or  in  the 
time  of  making  the  Offering  or  of  singing  the  last  Hymn), 
the   Minister  should  h,  careful  that  the  Congregation  art 
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duly  notified.  It  is  also  desirable,  in  places  when  it  is  con- 
m  nii  nt,  thai  the  numbers  of  the  Hymns  a n<\  of  th<  s,  lection 
from  the  Psalter  be  posted  where  they  can  be  seen  by  tin 
Congregation. 

If  In  connection  with  the  General  Prayer  in  the  Lord's 
Day  Services  it  is  re.com  m<  nd\  d  that  the  Ministi  r  makt  faith 
ful  preparation  of  his  own  heartand  mind  to  lead  the  PeopL 
in  their  Adorations,  Thanksgivings,  Supplications,  and 
Intercessions.  If  he  should  make  any  "si .  in  thus  preparing 
himself  of  those  which  are  given  in  the  Treasury  of 
Praters,  this  should  h,  dom  with  forethought  and  much 
care,  in  order  not  only  to  avoid  injudicious  length,  but  also 
that  the  prayer  may  be  framed  to  express  his  own  thought  and 
feeling,  and  may  also  be  suited  to  the  occasion  or  flu  special 
need  of  the  congregation. 

If  The  use  of  this  Book  will  be  profitable  only  to  those  who 
ore  careful  not  to  make  it  a  means  of  formal  or  restricted 
worship,  cither  public  or  private  ;  but  who  remember  always 
their  duty  as  Christians  both  to  seek  and  to  cherish  the  gift 
of  Prayer,  by  which  they  shall  be  enabled  to  frame  wise  and 
earnest  and  reverent  petitions,  as  well  for  others  as  far 
themselves.  And  in  every  service  of  tl><  Church  it  is  fitting 
that  tin  Minister  and  every  om  of  tin  People  should  pray  in 
silence,  at  tin  beginning,  for  the  guidance  and  help  of  the 
Holy  Spirit,  and  at  the  dost  of  the  st  rvid  .  that  all  who  have 
taken  part  in  it  may  receive  the  blessing  of  Ood  through 
Jesus  Christ,

It  The  Communion,  or  Supper  of  the  Lord,  is  to  be  celebrated 
frequently;  but  liow  often,  may  be  determined  by  the  Minis- 
ter ami  Eldership  of  each  congregation,  as  they  may  judge 
tnostfor  edification. — Directory  for  Worship,  Chap,  ix,  §  1. 

11"  It  is  proper  that  public  notice  should.  !><■  given  to  the  congregation, 
at  least  the  Lord's  Day  before  the  administration  of  the  ordi- 
nance, and  that,  either  then  or  on  some  day  of  the  week,  the 
people  be  instructed  in  its  nature,  and  a  dm  preparationfor  it ; 
Umt  oil  may  come  in  a  suitable  manner  to  this  holy  feast. — 
Directory  for  Worship,  Chap,  ix,  §  3. 

1  When  the  time  is  come  for  administration,  the  M  in  ister  shall  say, 

rvEAKLY  beloved)  as  we  draw  near  to  the  Lord's  Supper 
*~*  to  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion  of  the  Body  and 
Blood  of  Christ,  we  are  gratefully  to  remember  that  our 
Lord  instituted  this  Bacramenl  to  be  observed  in  His 
Church  unto  the  end  of  the  world:  for  the  perpetual  re

that  he  may  give  counsel  from  the  Word  of  Ood  to  those  enter- 
ing holy  i  red  loch.,  and  invoke  the  Divine  blessing  upon  thern. 


IT  The  Persons  to  be  married  shall  present  themselves  before  the 
Minister,  the  Woman  standing  at  the  left  /tend  of  the  Man. 
Then,  all  present  reverently  standing,  the  Minister  shall  say, 


r^EARLY  beloved,  we  are  assembled  here  iu  the  presence 
■*-^  of  God,  to  join  this  Man  and  this  Woman  in  holy  Mar- 
riage ;  which  is  instituted  of  God,  regulated  by  His  com- 
mandments, blessed  by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  be 
held  in  honour  among  all  men.

-^   fruits  (>t*  them  that   slept.     For  since  by  man  came 
death,  by  man  came  also  the  resurrectioD  of  the  dead.    For 

a<  in  Adam  all  die,  even  SO  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive. 
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But  every  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ  the  first-fruits: 

afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at  his  coming. 

Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up 
the  kingdom  to  God,  even  the  Father ;  when  he  shall  have 
put  down  all  rule,  and  all  authority  and  power.  For  he 
must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.  The 
last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death.  For  he  hath 
put  all  things  under  his  feet.  But  when  he  saith,  All  things 
are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he  is  excepted,  which 
did  put  all  things  under  him.  And  when  all  things  shall 
be  subdued  unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself  be 
subject  unto  him  that  put  all  things  under  him,  that  God 
may  be  all  in  all. 

But  some  man  will  say,  How  arc  the  dead  raised  up  V  ami 
with  what  body  do  they  come  ?  Thou  fool,  that  which  thou 
sowcst  is  not  quickened,  except  it  die.  And  that  which 
thou  sowrest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall  be,  but 
bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain  : 
but  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to 
every  seed  his  own  body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh : 
but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beast  s. 
another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.  There  are  also 
celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial :  but  the  glory  of  the 
celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another. 
There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon, 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars  ;  for  one  star  difTereth  from 
another  star  in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is  raised  in  incorruption  : 
it  is  sown  in  dishonour,  it  is  raised  in  glory:  it  is  sown  in 
weakness,  it  is  raised  in  power:  it  is  sown  a  natural  body, 
it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and 
there  is  a  spiritual  body.  And  so  it  is  written.  The  first  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul  ;  the  last  Adam  was  made 
a  quickening  spirit.  Howbeil  that  was  not  first  which  is 
spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural;  and  afterward  thai 
which  is  spiritual  The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy; 
1  lie  second  man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy, 
such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy  :  and  as  is  the  heavenly, 
such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have 
borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image 
of  Hie  heavenly.  Now  this  I  saw  brethren,  that  tlesh  and 
blood    cannot    inherit    the    kingdom   Of    (Jod  ;    neither  doth 
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corruption  inherit  incorrupt  ion.  Behold,  I  show  you  a  mys- 
tery ;  We  shall  not  all  Bleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed, 
in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eve,  at  the  last  trump: 
for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised 
incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this  corrupt- 
ible must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immor- 
tality, then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  writ- 
ten. Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death,  where  is 
thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory?  The  sting 
of  death  is  sin  ;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But 
thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.

At  thai  day  ye  shall  know  that 
1  am  in  my  Father,  and  ye  in  me.  and  I  in  you. 

These  things  have  I  Bpoken  unto  you.  being  yet  present 
with  you.  Hut  the  Comforter,  which  i^  the  Holy  Ghost, 
whom  the  Father  will  send  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach  yon 
all  things,  and  bring  .-ill  things  \<>  your  remembrance,  what  - 
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soever  I  have  said  unto  you.  Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my 
peace  I  give  unto  you  :  not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I 
unto  you.  Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it  be 
afraid. 

WOULD  not  have  you  to  be  ignorant,  brethren,  con- 
-*-  cerning  them  which  are  asleep,  that  ye  sorrow  not,  even 
as  others  which  have  no  hope.  For  il*  we  believe  that 
Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  even  so  them  also  which  sleep 
in  Jesus  will  God  bring  with  him.  For  this  we  say  unto 
you  by  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we  which  are  alive  and 
remain  unto  the  coming  of  the  Lord  shall  not  prevent 
them  which  are  asleep.  For  the  Lord  himself  shall  descend 
from  heaven  with  a  shout,  with  the  voice  of  the  archangel, 
and  with  the  trump  of  God  ;  and  the  dead  in  Christ  shall 
rise  first :  then  we  which  are  alive  and  remain  shall  be 
caught  up  together  with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the 
Lord  in  the"  air:  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with  the  Lord. 
Wherefore  comfort  one  another  with  these  words. 

But  of  the  times  and  the  seasons,  brethren,  ye  have  no 
need  that  I  write  unto  you.  For  yourselves  know  perfectly, 
that  the  day  of  the  Lord  so  cometh  as  a  thief  in  the  night. 
For  when  they  shall  say,  Peace  and  safety  ;  then  sudden 
destruction  cometh  upon  them,  as  travail  upon  a  woman 
with  child;  and  they  shall  not  escape.  But  ye,  brethren, 
are  not  in  darkness,  thai  that  day  should  overtake  you  as  a 
thief.  Ye  are  all  the  children  of  light,  and  the  children  of 
the  day  :  we  are  not  of  the  night,  nor  of  darkness.  There 
fore  let  us  not,  sleep,  as  do  others  ;  but  let  us  watch  and  be 
sober.  For  they  that  sleep  sleep  in  the  night;  and  they 
that  be  drunken  are  drunken  in  the  night.  But  lei  us,  who 
are  of  the  day,  be  sober,  putting  on  the  breast  plate  of  fait  h 
and  lovej  and  for  an  helmet,  the  hope  of  salvation.  For 
God  hath  not  appointed  us  to  wrath,  but  to  obtain  salvation 
by  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  died  for  us,  that,  whether  we 

wake  or  sleep,  we  should  live  together  with  him.  Where- 
fore comfort   yourselves  together,  and  edify  one  another, 

even  ;i^  m  N<  >  ye  do. 
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II  Or  this : 

Revelation  xxi.  1-4,  22-27  ;  xxn.  1-7. 

A  ND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a  new  earth  :  for  the  first 
^*-  heaven  and  the  first  earth  were  passed  away;  and 
then'  was  no  more  sea. 

And  I  John  saw  the  holy  city,  new  Jerusalem,  coming 
down  from  God  out  of  heaven,  prepared  as  a  bride  adorned 
for  her  husband.  And  1  heard  a  great  voiee  out  of  heaven, 
^ivinir.  Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  he 
will  dwell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people,  and  God 
himself  shall  be  with  them,  and  be  their  God.  And  God 
shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes;  and  there  shall 
be  no  more  death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  crying,  neither  shall 
there  bi-  any  more  pain:  for  the  former  things  are  passed 
away. 

And  1  saw  no  temple  therein  :  for  the  Lord  God  Almighty 
and  the  Lamb  are  the  temple  of  it.  And  the  city  had  no 
need  of  the  sun.  neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it  :  for  the 
ulory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the  light 
thereof.  And  the  nations  of  them  which  are  saved  shall 
walk  in  the  light  of  it  :  and  the  kings  of  the  earth  do  bring 
their  glory  and  honour  into  it.  And  the  gates  of  it  shall 
not  be  shut  at  all  by  day  :  for  there  shall  be  no  night  there. 
And  tiny  shall  bring  the;  glory  and  honour  of  the  nations 
into  it.  And  there  shall  in  no  wise  enter  into  it  anything 
that  defileth,  neither  whatsoever  worketh  abomination,  or 
maketh  a  lie;  but  they  which  are  written  in  the  Lamb's 
book  of  life. 

And  he  shewed  me  a  pure  river  of  water  of  life,  clear  as 
crystal,  proceeding  out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the 
Lamb.  In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and  on  either  side 
of  the  river,  was  there  the  tree  of  life,  which  bare  twelve 
manner  of  fruits,  and  yielded  her  fruit  every  month:  and 
the  leaver  of  the  tree  were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations. 
And  there  shall  be  no  more  curse:  but  the  throne  of  God 
and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  in  it  ;  and  his  servants  shall  serve 
him:  And  they  shall  see  his  face  ;  and  his  name  shall  be  in 
their  foreheads.  And  there  shall  be  no  night  there;  and 
they  need  no  candle,  neither  light  of  the  sun  ;  for  the  Lord 
God  giveth  them  light:  and  tiny  shall  reign  for  ever  and 
ever.      And  he  said  unto  me.  These  sayinsrs  are  faithful  atal 
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true:  and  the  Lord  God  of  the  holy  prophets  sent  his  angel 
t<>  shew  unto  his  servants  the  things  which  must  shortly 
be  done. 

Behold,  1  come  quickly:  blessed  is  he  that  keepeth  the 
sayings  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book. 

At  the  Burial  of  a  Child. 

2  Samuel  xii.  16-23. 

V\  AVID  therefore  besought  God  for  the  child  ;  and  David 
*-*  fasted,  and  went  in.  and  lay  all  night  upon  the  earth. 
And  the  elders  of  his  house  arose,  and  went  to  him,  to  raise 
him  up  from  the  earth:  but  he  would  not,  neither  did  he 
eat  bread  with  them.

And  the  servants  of  David  feared  to  tell  him  that 
the  child  was  dead:  for  they  said,  Behold,  while  the  child 
was  yet  alive,  we  spake  unto  him,  and  he  would  not 
hearken  unto  our  voice:  how  will  he  then  vex  himself,  if 
we  tell  him  that  the  child  is  dead  ?  But  when  David  saw- 
that  his  servants  whispered,  David  perceived  that  the  child 
was  dead:  therefore  David  said  unto  his  servants.  Is  the 
child  dead  V  and  they  said,  lie  is  dead.  Then  David  arose 
from  the  earth,  and  washed,  and  anointed  himself,  and 
changed  his  apparel,  and  came  into  the  house  of  the  Lord, 
and  worshipped:  then  he  came  to  his  own  house:  and 
when  he  required,  they  set  bread  before  him,  and  he  did 
eat  Then  said  his  servants  unto  him,  What  thing  is  this 
that  thou  hast  done  ?  thou  didst  fast  and  weep  for  the  child, 
while  it  was  alive;  but  when  the  child  was  dead,  thou 
didst  rise  and  eat  bread.  And  he  said.  While  the  child  was 
yet  alive,  I  fasted  and  wept:  for  I  said.  Who  can  tell 
whether  God  will  he  gracious  to  me,  that  the  child  may 
live?  But  now  he  is  (lead,  wherefore  should  I  fast  ?  can  1 
bring  him  back  again?  I  shall  go  to  him,  but  he  shall  not 
re1  urn  to  me. 

St.    Makk  x.  18  16. 

i  ND   they    brought  young   children   to    him,    thai    he 

1  *  should  touch  them:  and  his  disciples  rebuked  those! 
that  brought  them.  Bui  when  Jesus  saw  it.  he  was  much 
displeased,  and  said  unto  them,  Suffer  the  little  children  to 
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come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not:  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  Whosoever  shall 
not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall 
not  enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put 
his  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

Revelation  xxii.  4;  vn.  16-17.

%  At  the  discretion  of  Presbytery,  Die  Licensing  of  Candidates  may 
follow  a  specially  appointed  Service  of  praise,  prayer,  and  the 
preaching  of  the  Word  ;  or  it  may  be  done,  after  the  examina- 
tion of  (  andidtttes,  at  a  regular  session  of  Presbytery.  The  ap- 
pointed hour  being  come,  the  Moderator  shell  call  the  Presby- 
tery and  all  present  to  attend  with  reverence  the  Licensure  of 
Candidates  for  the  Christian  Ministry, 


H  Let  all  stand  while  the  Moderator,  or  the  Mi/tister  appointed, 
reads  the  following  Sentences.

H  Ruling  Elders  are  properly  the  representatives  of  the  people, 
chosen  by  titan  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  govt  rnment  and 
discipline,  in  conjunction  with  pastors  or  ministers  (Form  of 
Government,  Chap.  v).  When  any  person  shall  have  been  elected 
to  the  office  of  Riding  Elder,  and  shall  have  declared  his  will- 
ingness to  accept  thereof,  he  shall  be  set  apart  to  his  office  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Form  of  Government  (Chap.  xiii;. 

IT  Divine  Service  having  been  celebrated  according  to  the  usual 

Order,  the  Persons  to  be  ordained  shall,  after  the  Sermon,  pre- 
sent themselves  before  the  put  pit  at  the  call  of  the  Minister, 
ir/to  shall  thus  address  the  congregation  : 

NEARLY  Beloved  :  As  in  the  Old  Testament  the  Elders 
^  exercised  an  honourable  office  of  government  among 
the  people  of  God,  so  also  in  the  New  Testament  the 
Apostle  ordained  Elders  in  every  church;  commanding 
that  they  that  rule  well  be  counted  worthy  of  double  hon- 
our, especially  they  who  labour  in  the  Word  and  doctrine. 

Therefore,  this  Church  has  from  the  beginning  included 
in  her  government  not  only  Ministers  and  Pastors,  who  are 
to  preach  the  Gospel  and  administer  the  Sacraments  in  the 
Name  of  Christ  and  as  His  representatives:  but  also  Ruling 
Elders  chosen  by  the  people  to  represent  them,  and  to  be 
joined  witli  Pastors  and  .Ministers  in  the  exercise  of  gov- 
ernment and  discipline  in  the  Church. 

These  Ruling  Elders  in  each  congregation,  together  with 
the  Pastor,  constitute  the  Session,  to  whom  it  is  committed 
to  admit  and  exclude  members,  to  regulate  the  worship, 
guard  the  doctrine,  direct  the  activity,  and  conserve  the  in- 
terests of  the  congregation.  The  Elders  are  also  to  repre- 
sent their  brethren  in  Presbyteries,  Synods,  and  General 
Assemblies,  when  commissioned  thereto.  And  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  Elders  severally  to  set  the  example  of  a  godly 
walk  and  conversation,  and  to  assist  the  Pastor  in  the  vis- 
itation of  the  people,  and  in  their  spiritual  guidance  and 
comfort.     These  brethren  here  present  \Jiere  the  Minister 
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shall  mention  the  names  of  the  Persons  chosen]  having  been 
chosen,  in  the  mode  most  approve*!  and  in  use  in  this  con- 
gregation, to  the  office  of  Ruling  Elder,  and  having  sig- 
nified their  willingness  to  serve,  we  do  therefore,  in  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  now  proceed  to  their  ordi- 
nation. 

IT  Then  the  Minister,  addressing  the  Elders-efecf,  shall  say.

U  Deacons  are  distinct  officers  in  the  Church,  whose  business  it  is 
to  take  care  of  the  poor,  and  to  distribute  among  them  the  collec- 
tions raised  for  their  use.  To  them  also  nun/  he  properly  com- 
mitted the  management  of  the  temporal  affairs  of  the  church 

(Form  of  Government,  Chap.  vi).  When  any  person  shall  have 
been  elected,  to  the  office  of  Deacon,  and  shall  have  dt  dared  his 
willingness  to  accept  thereof,  he  shall  be  set  apart  to  his  office 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Form  of  Government  (Chap, 
xiii). 

U  Divine  Service  having  been  celebrated  according  to  the  usual 
Order,  the  Persons  to  be  ordained  shall,  after  the  Sermon,  pre- 
sent themselves  before  the  pulpit  at  the  call  of  the  Minister, 
who  shall  thus  address  the  congregation  : 

[~\EARLY  Beloved :  Concerning  the  institution  of  the 
*-*  office  of  Deacon  we  read  in  the  sixth  chapter  of  the 
Book  of  the  Acts,  that  in  the  beginning  the  Apostles  them- 
selves ministered  to  the  poor ;  but  afterwards,  being  over- 
burdened with  these  ministrations,  they  advised  that  certain 
men  be  chosen  by  the  Church,  to  whom  the  service  of  the 
poor  was  committed  as  their  peculiar  care  ;  therefore  this 
Church  has  recognized  the  work  and  office  of  these  men,  to 
whom  in  the  New  Testament  is  given  the  title  of  Deacons, 
as  of  Apostolic  institution,  and  needful  for  the  welfare  of 
the  whole  Body  of  Christ,  to  the  end  that  the  Ministers 
might  continually  give  themselves  to  prayer  and  to  the 
ministry  of  the  Word. 

Of  11) is  office  St.  Paul  requires  that  the  Deacons  must  be 
grave,  not  double-tongued,  not  given  to  much  wine,  not 
greedy  of  filthy  lucre,  holding  Hie  mystery  of  the  faith  in 
:i    pure  conscience;    ruling    their   children    and    their  own 

houses  well.     And  of  them  that  have  used  this  office  well 
he  declares  that  they  purchase  to  themselves  a  good  degree, 

and  great  boldness  in  the  faith,  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

These  brethren  here  present  (ton  ih<  Minister  shall  men- 
tion tlu  names  of  the  Persons  chosen)  having  been  chosen, 
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in  the  mode  most  approved  and  in  use  in  this  congregation, 
to  the  office  of  Deacon,  and  having  signified  their  willing- 
ness to  serve,  we  do  therefore,  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  now  proceed  to  their  ordination.

14  From  the  place  of  his  habitation:  he  looketh  upon  all 
the  inhabitants  of  the  earth. 

15  He  fashioneth  their  hearts  alike  :  he  consjdereth  all 
their  works. 

16  There  is  no  king  saved  by  the  multitude  of  a  host : 
a  mighty  man  is  not  delivered  by  much  strength. 

17  A  horse  is  a  vain  thing  for  safety  :  neither  shall  lie 
deliver  any  by  his  great  strength. 

18  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them  that  fear 
him:  upon  them  that  hope  in  his  mercy  ; 

19  To  deliver  their  soul  from  death:  and  to  keep  them 
alive  in  famine.

10  Remove  thy  stroke  away  from  me:  1  am  consumed 
by  the  blow  of  thine  hand. 

1 1  When  thou  with  rebukesdost  correct  man  for  iniquity, 
thou  makes!  his  beauty  1<>  consume  a  way  like  a  moth: 
sunly  every  man  is  vanity. 

12  Hear  my  prayer.  ()  Lord,  and  give  ear  unto  my  cry  ; 
hold  not  thy  peace  at  my  tears:  for  1  am  a  stranger  with 
thee,  and  a  sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

L3  <>  spare  me.  that  1  may  recover  strength  :  before  1 
go  hence,  and  be  no  more. 
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Psalm  40:  1-13,  16-17. 

14  I  WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord:  and  lie  inclined 
unto  me,  and  beard  my  cry.

11  How  long  will  ye  imagine  mischief  against  a  man: 
ye  shall  be  slain  all  of  you;  as  a  bowing  wall  shall  ye  be, 
and  as  a  tottering  fence. 

12  They  only  consult  to  cast  him  down  from  his  excel- 
lency :  they  delight  in  lies;  they  bless  with  their  mouth, 
but  they  curse  inwardly. 

13  My  soul,  wait  thou  only  upon  God  :  for  my  expecta- 
tion is  from  him. 

14  He  only  is  my  rock  and  my  salvation :  he  is  my  de- 
fense; I  shall  not  be  moved. 

15  In  God  is  my  salvation  and  my  glory:  the  rock  of 
my  strength,  and  my  refuge,  is  in  God. 

16  Trust  in  him  at  all  times,  ye  people :  pour  out  your 
heart  before  him ;  God  is  a  refuge  for  us. 

17  Surely  men  of  low  degree  are  vanity,  and  men  of  high 
degree  are  a  lie  :  to  be  laid  in  the  balance,  they  are  alto- 
get  her  lighter  than  vanity. 

18  Trust  not  in  oppression,  and  become  not  vain  in  rob- 
bery :  if  riches  increase,  set  not  your  heart  upon  them. 

19  God  hath  spoken  once  ;  twice  have  I  heard  this:  that 
power  belongeth  unto  God. 

20  Also  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  belongeth  mercy:  for  thou 
renderest  to  every  man  according  to  his  work.

9  For  thou,  Lord,  art  high  above  all  the  earth:  thou  art 
exalted  far  above  all  gods. 

10  Ye  that  love  the  Lord,  hate  evil:  he  preserveth  the 
souls  of  his  saints;  he  delivereth  them  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  wicked. 

11  Light  is  sown  for  the  righteous:  and  gladness  for  the 
upright  in  heart. 

12  Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  ye  righteous:  and  give  thanks 
at  the  remembrance  of  his  holiness. 

Psalm  98. 

13  O  SING  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song  ;  for  he  hath  done 
marvellous  things:  his  light  hand,  and  his  holy  arm,  hath 
gotten  him  the  victory. 

14  The  Lord  hath  made  known  his  salvation:  his  right- 
eousness hath  he  openly  showed  in  the  sight  of  the  hea- 
then. 

15  He  hath  remembered  his  mercy  and  his  truth  toward 
the  house  of  Israel  :  all  the  ends  of  the  earth  have  seen  the 
salvation  of  our  God. 

16  Make  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord,  all  the  earth  : 
make  a  loud  noise,  and  rejoice,  and  sing  praise. 

17  Sing  unto  the  Lord  with  the  harp,  with  the  harp,  and 
the  voice  of  a  psalm. 

18  With  trumpets  and  sound  of  cornet:  make  a  joyful 
noise  before  the  Lord,  the  King. 

19  Let  the  sea  roar,  and  the  fulness  thereof:  the  world, 
and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

20  Let  tin1  floods  clap  their  hands:  let  the  hills  be  joyful 
together 

21  Before  the  Lord ;  for  he  cometh  to  judge  the  earth: 
with  righteousness  shall  he  judge  the  world,  and  the  people 
with  equity. 
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Psalm  99. 

22  THE  Lord  reigneth;  let  the  people  tremble:  he  sit- 
teth  between  the  cherubim;  let  the  earth  be  moved. 

23  The  Lord  is  great  in  Zioti :  and  he  is  high  above  all 
the  people. 

24  Let  them  praise  thy  great  and  terrible  name :  for  it 
is  holy. 

25  The  king's  strength  also  loveth  judgment :  thou  dost 
establish  equity,  thou  executes!    judgment  and  righteous- 

3S  in  Jacob. 

26  Exalt  ye  the  Lord  our  God,  and  worship  at  his  foot- 
stool :   for  he  is  holy. 

•J  7  Moses  and  Aaron  among  his  priests,  and  Samuel 
among  them  that  call  upon  his  name  :  they  called  upon 
the  Lord,  and  he  answered  them. 

28  He  spake  unto  them  in  the  cloudy  pillar:  they  kept 
his  testimonies,  and  the  ordinance  that  he  gave  them. 

29  Thou  answeredst  them,  O  Lord  our  God  :  thou  w7ast 
a  God  that  forgavest  them,  though  thou  tookest  vengeance 
of  their  inventions. 

30  Exalt  the  Lord  our  God,  and  worship  at  his  holy  hill: 
for  the  Lord  our  God  is  holy.

1  MAKE  a  joyful  noise  unto  the  Lord:  all  ye  lands. 

2  Serve  the  Lord  with  gladness  :  come  before  his  pre- 
sence with  singing.

8  Who  forgiveth  all  thine  iniquities:  who  healeth  all 
thy  diseases ; 

9  Who  redeemeth  thy  life  from  destruction  :  who  crcwn- 
eth  thee  with  loving-kindness  and  tender  mercies; 

10  Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good  things:  so  that 
thy  youth  is  renewed  like  the  eagle's. 

11  The   Lord   executeth   righteousness   and   judgment: 
for  all  that  are  oppressed. 

12  He  made  known  his  ways  unto  Moses:  his  aets  unto 
the  children  of  Israel. 

L3  The  Lord  is  merciful  and  gracious:  slow  to  anger, 
aud  plenteous  in  mercy. 

14  He  will  not  always  chide :  neither  will  he  keep  his 
anger  for  ever. 

15  He  hath  not  dealt   with  us    after  our  sins:   nor   re- 
warded us  according  to  our  iniquities. 

16  For  as  the  heaven  is  high  above  the  earth :  so  great 
is  his  mercy  toward  them  that  fear  him. 

17  As  far  as  the  east  is  from  the  west:  so  far  hath  he 
removed  our  transgressions  from  us. 

18  Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children  :  so  the  Lord  piti- 
eth them  that  fear  him. 

19  For  he  knoweth  our  frame:  he  rcmembereth  that  we 
are  dust. 

20  As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  grass  :  as  a  flower  of  the 
field,  so  he  flourisheth. 

21  For  the  wind  passeth  over  it,  and  it  is  gone  :  and  the 
place  thereof  shall  know  it  no  more. 

22  But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from  everlasting  to  ever- 
lasting upon  them  that   fear  him  :  and   his  righteousn< 
unto  children's  children  ; 

23  To    such    as    keep  his  covenant  :  and    to  those    that 
remember  his  commandments  to  do  them. 

24  The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  throne  in  the  heavens:  and 
his  kingdom  rulel  h  over  nil. 

25  Bless  the  Lord,  ye  his  angels,  that   excel  in  strength 

thai  do  his  commandments,  hearkening  unto  the  voice  of 

his  word. 

26  Hlcss  ye  the   Lord,  all  ye  his  hosts  :   ye   ministers  of 

his.  that  do  his  pleasure. 
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27  Bless  the  Lord,  all  his  works  in  all  places  of  his 
dominion:  bless  the  Lord,  ()  my  soul.

5  Who  laid  the  foundations  of  the  earth:  that  it  should 
not  be  removed  for  ever. 

6  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  as  with  a  garment: 
the  waters  stood  above  the  mountains. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  fled:  at  the  voice  of  thy  thunder 
they  hasted  away. 

8  They  go  up  by  the  mountains,  they  go  down  by  the 
valleys  unto  the  place  which  thou  hast  founded  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  a  bound  that  they  may  not  pass  over: 
that  they  turn  not  again  to  cover  the  earth. 

10  He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  valleys:  which  run 
among  the  hills. 

11  They  give  drink  to  every  beast  of  the  field:  the  wild 
isses  quench  their  thirst. 

12  By  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  heaven  have  their 
habitation:  which  sing  among  the  branches. 

18  He  watereth  the  hills  from  his  chambers:  the  earth  is 
satisfied  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

14  He  causeth  the  grass  to  grow  for  the  cattle,  and  herb 
for  the  service  of  man:  that  he  may  bring  forth  food  out  of 
the  earth  ; 

15  And  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of  man:  and  oil 
to  make  his  face  to  shine,  and  bread  which  Btrengtheneth 
man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  of  the  Lord  are  full  of  sap:  the  cedars  of 
Lebanon,  which  he  hath  planted  ; 
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17  Where  the  birds  make  their  nests:  as  for  the  stork,  the 
fir  trees  are  her  house. 

18  The  high  hills  are  a  refuge  for  the  wild  goats:  and 
the  rocks  for  the  conies. 

19  He  appointed  the  moon  for  seasons:  the  sun  knoweth 
his  going  down. 

20  Thou  niakcst  darkness,  and  it  is  night:  wherein  all 
the  beasts  of  the  forest  do  creep  forth. 

21  The  young  lions  roar  after  their  prey:  and  seek  their 
meat  from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  they  gather  themselves  together: 
and  lay  them  down  in  their  dens. 

23  Man  goeth  forth  unto  his  work  and  to  his  labour: 
until  the  evening. 

24  O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works:  in  wisdom  hast 
thou  made  them  all  ;  the  earth  is  full  of  thv  riches. 

25  So  is  this  great  and  wide  sea:  wherein  are  things 
creeping  innumerable,  both  small  and  greal  beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships  ;  there  is  that  leviathan:  whom 
thou  hast  made  to  play  therein. 

27  These  wait  all  upon  thee:  that  thou  mayst  give  them 
their  meat  in  due  season. 

28  That  thou  givest  them  they  gather:  thou  openest 
thine  hand,  they  are  rilled  with  good. 

29  Thou  hidest  thy  face,  they  are  troubled:  thou  takest 
away  their  breath,  they  die,  and  return  to  their  dust. 

30  Thou  sendest  forth  thy  spirit,  they  are  created:  and 
thou  renewest  the  face  of  the  earth. 

31  The  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  endure  for  ever:  the  Lord 
shall  rejoice  in  his  works. 

32  lie  looketh  on  the  earth,  and  it  tremble th:  he  touch- 
eth  the  hills,  and  they  smoke. 

I))J  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as  I  live:  I  will  sing 
praise  to  my  God  while  I  have  my  being. 

34  My  meditation  of  him  shall  be  sweet  :  I  will  be  glad 
in  the  Lord. 

35  Let  the  sinners  be  consumed  out  of  the  earth,  and  let 
the  wicked  be  no  more:  Bless  thou  the  Lord,  O  my  soul. 
Praise  ye  the  Lord. 
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SELECTION  39. 

Psai.m  107:  1-22. 

1  O  GIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he  is  good :  for  his 
mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

2  Let  the  redeemed  of  the  Lord  say  so,  whom  he  hath 
redeemed:  from  the  hand  of  the  enemy  ; 

3  And  gathered  them  out  of  the  lands,  from  the  east, 
and  from  the  west:  from  the  north,  and  from  the  south.

13  Then  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in  their  trouble:  and 
he  saved  them  out  of  their  distresses 

14  He  brought  them  out  of  darkness  and  the  shadow  of 
death:  and  brake  their  bands  in  sunder. 

15  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his  goodness: 
and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men! 

16  For  he  hath  broken  the  gates  of  brass:  and  cut  the 
bars  of  iron  in  sunder. 

IT  Fools,  because  of  their  transgression :  and  because  of 
their  iniquities,  are  afflicted. 

18  Their  soul  abhorreth  all  manner  of  meat:  and  they 
draw  near  unto  the  gales  of  death. 

L9  Then  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in  their  trouble:  and  he 
saveth  them  out  of  their  distresses. 

20  He  sent  his  word,  and  healed  them:  and  delivered 
them  from  their  destructions.

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21  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his  goodness: 
and  for  his  wonderful  works  to  the  children  of  men! 

22  And  let  them  sacrifice  the  sacrifices  of  thanksgiving: 
and  declare  his  wTorks  with  rejoicing. 

SELECTION  40.

1  THEY  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships:  that  do  busi- 
ness in  great  waters  ;

11  He  turneth  rivers  into  a  wilderness:  and  the  water- 
springs  into  dry  ground  ; 

12  A  fruitful  land  into  barrenness:  for  the  wickedness 
of  them  that  dwell  therein. 

13  He  turneth  tin4  wilderness  into  a  standing  water:  and 
dry  ground  into  watersprings. 

14  And  there  he  maketh  the  hungry  to  dwell:   that  tin  \ 
may  prepare  a  city  for  habitation; 

1")   And  sow  the  fields,  and  plant    vineyards:    which  may 
\  ield  fruits  of  increase. 

16  He   blesseth    them  also,   so  thai    they   are  multiplied 
greatly:  and  sufTereth  not  their  cattle  to  decrease. 

17  Again,  they  are  minished  and  brought  low:  through 

oppression,  affliction,  and  sorrow. 
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18  He  poureth  contempt  upon  princes:  and  causeth 
them  to  wander  in  the  wilderness,  where  there  is  no 
way. 

19  Yet  setteth  he  the  poor  on  high  from  affliction :  and 
maketh  him  families  like  a  flock. 

20  The  righteous  shall  see  it,  and  rejoice:  and  all  ini- 
quity shall  stop  her  mouth. 

21  Whoso  is  wise,  and  will  observe  these  things:  even 
they  shall  understand  the  loving-kindness  of  the  Lord. 

SELECTION  41. 

Psalm  110. 

1  THE  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord:  Sit  thou  at  my  right 
hand,  until  I  make  thine  enemies  thy  footstool. 

2  The  Lord  shall  send  the  rod  of  thy  strength  out  of 
Ziod  :  rule  thou  in  the  midst  of  thine  enemies. 

3  Thy  people  shall  be  willing  in  the  day  of  thy  power, 
in  the  beauties  of  holiness  from  the  womb  of  the  morning:

Psalm  111. 

8  PRAISE  ye  the  Lord.  I  will  praise  the  Lord  with 
my  whole  heart:  in  the  assembly  of  the  upright,  and  in  the 
congregation. 

9  The  works- of  the  Lord  are  great:  sought  out  of  all 
them  that  have  pleasure  therein. 

10  His  work  is  honourable  and  glorious:  and  his  right 
eousness  endureth  forever. 

11  He  hath  made  his  wonderful  works  to  be  remembered : 
the  Lord  is  gracious  and  full  of  compassion. 

12  He  hath  given  meal  unto  them  thai  fear  him  :  he  will 
I  vet  be  mindful  of  his  covenant. 
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13  He  hath  showed  his  people  the  power  of  his  works  • 
that  he  may  give  them  the  heritage  of  the  heathen. 

14  The  works  of  his  hands  are  verity  and  judgment  :  all 
his  commandments  are  sure. 

15  They  stand  fast  for  ever  and  ever:  and  are  done  in 
truth  and  uprightness. 

16  He  sent  redemption  unto  his  people:  lie  hath  coin 
manded  his  covenant  for  ever;  holy  and  reverend  is  his 
name. 

17  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom  :  a 
good  understanding  have  all  they  that  do  his  command- 
ments ;  his  praise  endureth  for  ever. 

Psalm  112. 

18  PRAISE  ye  the  Lord.  Blessed  is  the  man  that  feareth 
the  Lord  :  that  delighteth  greatly  in  his  commandments. 

11)  His  seed  shall  be  mighty  upon  earth  :  the  generation 
of  the  upright  shall  be  blessed. 

20  Wealth  and  riches  shall  be  in  his  house :  and  his 
righteousness  endureth  for  ever. 

21  Unto  the  upright  there  ariseth  light  in  the  darkness : 
he  is  gracious,  and  full  of  compassion,  and  righteous. 

22  A  good  man  showeth  favour,  and  lendeth  :  he  will 
guide  his  affairs  with  discretion. 

23  Surely  he  shall  not  be  moved  for  ever  :  the  righteous 
shall  be  in  everlasting  remembrance. 

24  He  shall  not  be  afraid  of  evil  tidings:  his  heart  is 
fixed,  trusting  in  the  Lord. 

25  His  heart  is  established,  he  shall  not  be  afraid:  until 
lie  see  hi-  desire  upon  his  enemies. 

26  He  hath  dispersed,  he  hath  given  to  the  poor:  his 
righteousness  endureth  forever;  his  horn  shall  be  exalted 
with  honour. 

27  The  wicked  shall  see  it,  and  be  grieved  :  he  shall 
gnash  with  his  teeth,  and  melt  away  ;  the  desire  of  the 
wicked  shall  perish.

17  Ye  that  fear  the  Lord,  trust  in  the  Lord  :  he  is  their 
help  and  their  shield.
